', weeks ago he underwent an operation 
• for blood transfusion, but this failed 
j to relieve him.

Admiral Pearv was born in Cresson, 
| Pa.. May 6. 1S5G. the son of Charles 
land Mary Peary. 
j Since his triumphal return from his 
Arctic expedition and the subsequent 
controversy over the discovery of the 
North Pole. Admiral Peary has not 
been in the best of health. Two years 
]ago his ailments became more serious 
| and he has been fighting against an 
| anaemic condition for many 
months. 


;He submitted to the blood transfusion 
operation after physicians had decided 
it was his only hope for life, but tho 
he rallied from the immediate effects 
'of the operation, it failed to ward off 
the disease, which was gradually drag- 
ging him down.
